A lot of veterans are going to get 
sore at a lot of congressmen lf the 
vote is "n o."

In fact, the benefits 
from grazing the farm w'oodlot are 
so completely overshadowed by the 
resulting evils that no one should 
need more than a few m inutes of 
study to see the proper course 
Animals not only tram ple down 
and destroy young trees, but they

forest growth. The grazed forest is 
inevitably a forest without replace­ 
m ent growth, a fotest tending to­ 
ward annihilation. 
W ithout a forest floor of decaying 
leaves there is less absorption of 
rain and snow water and more su r­ 
face run-off Thus, surface erosion 
begins; stream s are filled w ith silt 
and at the same Lime burdened with 
more run-off water in the w inter 
and sprint. Here both localized and 
regional floods begin.

There arc at least 20 useful herbs 
which every gardener should con­ 
sider and plan to grow. Some are 
annual in habit, th at it, they m ust 
be started every spring from seed. A 
few are biennials, m eaning th at seed 
sown this spring will produce plants 
next year. And several are peren­ 
nials,--continuing to produce year 
after year from their original plant- 
I ing. 
Desirable annual herbs include: 
anise, sweet basil, borage, chervil, 
cordiander, cum in, dill, sum m er sav- !

SOUTH AMERICA 
WORRIED OVER 
AFRICAN FUTURE

(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 
Intensive development of African 
possessions projected by B ritain and 
other European countries has sent 
Brazilian industrial and agricultural 
loaders into an emergency huddle 
in the m arket center of Bao Paulo. 
This meeting is to devise m eans to 
counter 
w hat 
they regard 
as 
a 
tremendous threat to Brazil's foreign 
markets, The frisk was outlined for 
the conference by Marin PenteaHo. 
an economic exjiert, who is a member 
of the Economy Institute which is 
sponsoring the conference, 
Penteado craw s a grim picture for 
Brazil. He insists that every crop 
vital to the country will be grown 
It) Africa. 
Cites Other Instances 
He says that the Euroj>ean colonial 
m arkets in coffee, cotton, textiles, 
vegetable 
oils, 
fruits 
and 
cocoa. 
Brazil 
not only 
will 
lose 
those 
European countries as custom ers, he 
declares, but she wjl! have to battle 
them fi r survival in the European 
m arkets as well. 
Tine 
economist 
em phasizes 
his 
point by citing previous instances 
in which the country lost through 
foreign development. He says the 
Amazon rubber region was "ruined 
when Brazilian rubber was taken to 
the East Indies.' And as the result 
of Brazilian cocoa being grown on 
the Agrican gold coast, the latter 
area now yields 90 per cent of the 
world crop 
Those are some of the dire things 
which are said to threaten Brazil 
But Just what m achinery Is going 
to produce these developm ents? 
A True Biti 
Penteado answers that, too, and 
dwells heavily on B ritain's program . 
He says she plans to develop colonial 
areas to grow food and cattle. The 
government will work hand In hand 
with 
private 
enterprise. 
English 
banks are making long term loans 
for the African development. 
Penteado points out th a t United 
States capital is being wooed with 
offers of free flow of profits. T hat 
is a true bill, as this column pointed 
out some time ago. 
Britain took much encouragem ent 
from President Trum an's announce­ 
m ent in his Inaugural address Of a 
"bold new 
program ” to help the 
worlds needy areas. He urged the 
United States and other nations 
with technical know-how to join in 
raising the living standards of the 
world's “Irec 
- presumably 
tee.v to private investors who would 
do their part, were an im portant 
point in Hie great program lie out­ 
lined.

They get th at IO lier cent deduc­ 
tion autom atically, and without hav­ 
ing to itemize any deductions at ail. I 
They don’t have to claim the IO 
per cent. They get it without asking. 
W hen they use form KMOA, the 
collector who figures the tax for 
them taxes out a IO lier cent deduc­ 
tion for them. He uses a tax table. 
And w hen they use the 1040 short- 
form. the It) per cent deduction al­ 
ready is allowed for in the tax table 
they use to find their own tax. 
But what of the pcoplr who want 
to use form 1040A or the 1040 short- 
form and find their deductions really 
am ount to more than IO per cent?
